Daily it becomes apparent that this country 
will be called upon to dig deep into its faith, 
its strength. and its resources to win the war.

We must keep in mind the 
fact that well before summer came our leaders 
knew, and told us, it would be that way.

One must recall that we are up against the 
effort of 10 years by other nations and that the 
odds were against us when we started.

Much surprise has been expressed through- 
out Georgia since the state auditor announced 
that taxes collected in the state during the last 
fiscal year ending June 30, totaled the un- 
equaled and staggering sum of $58,893,568, 
which was more than $6,000,000 collected the 
year before; was $13,204,877 more than for the 
year ending June 30, 1940, and $15,530,568 more 
than for the year ending June, 1939, the last 
two years under a governor other than Tal- 
madge. 

The tax bill collected last year by Governor 
Talmadge and his tax gatherers equaled the 
cash value of Georgia’s entire cotton crop with 
peaches and pecans thrown in for good meas- 
ure, The state’s cotton crop last year, the lint, 
was valued at $51,480,000, seven million dollars 
under the tax load. But when you throw in the 
income from the peach crop, $4,000,000 and the 
income from the pecan crop, $2,000,000, you 
have the income from three major crops in the 
state required to pay the tax bill.

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WASHINGTON PARADE

SIBERIAN ATTACK WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Allied mili- 


tary intelligence has received an ac- 
cumulation of information pointing to a Japanese attack on Siberia 
this month. 

Rarely have military men been so certain of an impending event. 
Chinese, British and American intelligence all 
seem to agree that the new Jap move is planned 
for August. From August to October the 
weather will be dry—perfect for military opera- 
tions. 

, Chinese sources, which in the past have been 
Y extremely reliable on Japanese troop move- 
-ments, have reported greatly increased mili- 
tary activity in Manchukuo. Varying esti- 
mates place the number of men the Japs have 
concentrated there as between 450,000 and 
900,000. The attack on Russia through Siberia 
will take place in this quarter when it comes. 


Since Midway and the Coral Sea naval de- 
feats the Japs have been strangely silent. Out- 
side of minor activities in New Guinea and the 
Aleutian Islands, nothing much has been heard 
from them. This may denote a preoccupation 
with the Siberian plans. 

For some weeks the Japs appear to have 
been augmenting. their ground forces in Manchukuo and Korea. 
Undoubtedly the Germans have been pressing them to attack. Cer- 
tain informed sources believe that Tokyo promised Berlin a year 
ago to launch the attack when the Germans reached the Volga. 
The Nazis are practically there now. 

All of this information has been in the hands of the Allied high 
command for months and more, The Russians are not asleep to 
the possibilities. Not» only are they supposed to have sufficient 
reserves posted in the Siberian area to meet the situation, but they 
are understood to have developed an elaborate system of air bases 
there for immediate use against Japanese cities if hostilities break 
out. . 

ALLIED PLANS What our own plans may be for coming: to 

Russia’s aid, we can only surmise. Neces- 
sarily they are of the greatest military secrecy. But it can be fairly 
assumed that we have elaborate preparations ready to be set in 
motion at a moment’s notice. The main British and American 
emphasis now is on keeping Russia in the war. Our policy has been 
not to bother a great deal about the Japanese, except defensively, 
until Hitler is knocked out. Then we will give the treacherous little 
Japs our undivided attention until they: are chased out of every 
foothold of occupied territory in the Pacific. 

But if the Japs strike at Russia we will, in order to render the 
Soviets every possible support, have to change our present de- 
fensive policy to one of aggressive action. 

One of the early moves we would be expected to make would 
be to send a task force against many of the island outposts the Jgps 
have occupied in the Pacific. Taking advantage of the concentra- 
tion of Japanese air forces in Siberia, we should be able to run 
them out of Wake, Guam, the Marshall group of islands. and many 
others that have an important strategic value. General MacArthur 
might even launch an offensive against the Malay Peninsula. 

Far more important in our plans, however, must be provision 
for utiliging the Aleutian Islands as the stepping-off place for a 
wholesale air assault on Japanese cities. With bases open to us in 
Siberia, it would be possible to send hordes of our great heavy 
bombers over Japanese cities, thence on to refueling bases in Russia. 
We can’t do it now because the planes don’t have enough range 
to make the return flight. 

Presumably we have enough of the big bombers on hand now 
to wreak destruction on Japan. Thanks to President Roosevelt's 
great foresight, we undertook a vast expansion in our heavy bomber 
construction program at least six months before Pearl Harbor. That 
program called for turning out a minimum of 500 of the big bomb- 
ers monthly by the middle of 1942, which is alreday behind us. We 
are more than up to schedule on all aircraft production. Boeing 
Aircraft Corporation alone is turning out 100 of the great flying 


+ fortresses every month. Martin, Consolidated, Douglas and others, 


not to name them ail, are doing equally well. 


BOMBERS READY The point of it is that already—today— 
we are producing at least 500 of the big, 


long-distance bombers monthly. This in turn means that we must 
have a considerable fleet of them ready for action over and above 
those that have been sent to England, Iceland, Australia and the 
Near East. Certainly, we should be able to muster up a month’s 
output for exclusive use against Japan, if and when the opportunity 
arises to use them. 

The bombers would be sent against Japan from Dutch Harbor 
in the Aleutian chain. They could be flown to Dutch Harbor in 
easy stages from our west coast by way of Alaska. Beyond doubt, 
many of them are there now in anticipation of the Jap move. Others 
must be in Alaska and Canada ready for the westward flight. 

None of this takes into account what the Russians themselves 
have planned for the Japs if hostilities are to start. Vladivostok, 
the Russian port on the Sea of Japan, is only 700 miles from Tokyo 
—an easy bombing distance. The Japs would be certain to try to 
cut this off immediately. But the entire region is supposed to have 
been studded with airports suitable for use of bombers against 
Japan. 

It is inconceivable that the Russians. have not taken the precau- 
tion to load up the fields with the necessary number of big bombers. 
For years we have understood that their preparations in Siberia 
were enough to make a shambles of the Japanese thatched cities 
if the Tokyo government ever started anything. 

When the final facts are out, it would not be surprising to 


learn that American Army technicians have been quietly working 


in the Siberian sector ever since Pearl Harbor. They would be 
there making arrangements for the reception of American bombers 
when the time comes for action. 

If for some reason the Jap attack on Siberia fails to materialize, 
it will be because of these preparations. Although Russia would 
be clearly put to a disadvantage to defend herself here while en- 
gaged in a mortal struggle with the Germans on the European 
front, she nevertheless is in position to deliver, in conjunction with 


our own forces, a devastating blow on Japanese cities. 
knowledge of this has restrained the Japs from moving heretofore.

IF YOUR BOY IS IN ENGLAND Maybe your boy is in 
Ireland or in England. 

Maybe he will get a two-day leave and go down to London. 
Maybe you've been wondering how he'd be treated there when 
he goes to see the old tower, the old bridge, the old streets, the 
cathedrals, Nelson’s monument at Trafalgar 
square, what’s left of Picadilly Circus, and all 

the other places he has heard about. 


Well, I’ve just read a letter from a corporal, 
an Atlanta boy, Corporal Jack Eiseman, who 
went in as a private and was sent overseas with 
his outfit. He had his first liberty in London. 
He liked it. He liked the Red Cross. 

I think all parents with boys in England will 
like to read it. It reads: . 

“Dear Folks—I have just finished a very 
strenuous two days in London, so this will more 
than likely be a very strenuous letter. I will 
try to hold myself together long enough to fin- 
ish it, however, and in case I wander off the 
track now and then, just overlook it. 

“George and I really had the times of our 
lives. We sightf-saw, ate, slept, walked, and 
rested in a pub now and then. We also went : 
to two musicals, including one in which Bea- 

trice Lilly was the main attraction. The latter was really swell 
and we enjoyed it tremendously. The former was somewhat like 
a burlesque would be at home. We enjoyed it, too. 

“We stayed at the Washington club, a hotel sponsored by the 
American Red Cross. For half a crown, about 60 cents, we had 
a private room with twin beds which were the most comfortable 
beds I’ve ever slept in, a private bat with a bathtub large enough 
to swim in, which we did, and breakfast. The Red Cross also 
provided us with tickets to the ‘Big Top’—that’s the one with 
Beatrice Lilly, and all-sorts of little.odds and ends to make our 
stay more enjoyable. You may subscribe to the above-mentioned 
organization any sum you deem fitting. They are really nice 
people over here. ! 

“One night we took up with an English flying officer who took 
us to one of the swank places about town. We found ourselves 
the only Americans among officers from all over the world. I had 
a long talk with two men from Czechoslovakia. There were Ca- 
nadians, New Zealanders, South Africans, Belgians, Frenchmen 
and others. | 

“In all seriousness, we were treated with -wonderful hospitality, 
and after having taken a look at parts of London you must really 
give them all the respect and admiration in the world for the way 
they have gone through the war and how they are keeping on living 
almost normal lives in spite of all that has happened here. 

“T’ll have to stop now as it is supper time and that is quite an 
occasion here, one which I never miss. Give all the family my 
love.—Jack Eiseman.” —

There were two squadrons of fighting ships, one British and 
one German, lying in Manila’s great bay when Dewey shiled in and 
silenced the Spanish forts. The German admiral was displeased 
and expressed a desire to interfere, whereupon the British admiral 
moved his squadron and anchored it between the German ships and 
Dewey's. It was a polite way of saying: “If you wish ‘to fire at 
American ships, you'll have t6 shoot through mine.” 

There is simple truth in the old saying that birds of a feather 
flock together. 

Find a multitude of people, containing all races and classes and 
types, and say to them: “Within an hour all of you will be forced 
to engage in a free-for-all fight for survival. Make what prepara- 
tions you can to save yourselves.” 

Every man would turn questioning eyes on his fellows. Natural 
leaders would cry: “All of my kind assemble here and stand to- 
gether.” And every man, fearing the unknown and suspicious of 
everybody, would attach himself to others of his own familiar class. 

They would divide by race and religion;. gentlemen would side 
with gentlemen and bums with bums; but some American would 
cry: “All you guys who believe in a square deal and good sports- 
manship and decent rules, and hate treachery and liars and sneaks, 
gang up over here. We don’t care who you are if you’re a regular 

Hitler is trying to capitalize the differences between Americans 
and Englishmen, in hope that we’ll dislike one another enough to 
prefer him. 

But Axis standards of decency defeat him before he starts. He 
gives Russian prisoners one bow! of slop a day, and they starve to 
death in about eight weeks. His pals the Japs prevent escape of 
prisoners by smashing their insteps with rifle butts. His pals the 
Wops thought it great sport to bomb helpless and unarmed Ethiops.. 

You’can’t imagine Englishmen or Americans deliberately starv- 
ing prisoners, or maiming and torturing helpless captives, or making 
a sport of mass slaughter of innocents.

According to recent investiga- 
tions the frequency of occurrence 
of tuberculosis of the lung among 


medical students has shown an 
encouraging decline in the past 


five years. In 1938 a committee 
investigating medical student 
health in the United States esti- 
mated a tuberculosis rate of 7 per 
cent in all medical schools, al- 
though in some medical schools 
where well established student 


health programs are in effect the 
rate is as low as 0.2 to 0.4 per cent. 

Among the precautions taken to 
prevent tuberculosis among stu- 
dents of medicine (most of these 
would apply of course to college 
students in general) are (1) su- 
pervision of the student’s living 
and eating conditions; (2) provi- 
sion for regular exercise and 
wholesome recreation; (3) critical 
investigation of the ‘sanitary at- 
mosphere of restaurant or lunch- 
room or boarding house and peri- 
odic medical examination of wait- 
ers or food handlers or those who 
prepare the food in such places, to

Course in Fuel 


Saving Will Be 
Offered Here 


Janitors To Learn Effi 
| cient Operation of 
Furnaces. 


Smoke abatement and fuel con- 
servation forces yesterday plan-, 
ned to teach proper firing meth- 
ods to janitors of apartment 
houses, schools and factories at 
school to be held sometime next 
month. Certificates of proficiency 
will be awarded those who com- 
plete the course satisfactorily. 

Professor R. S. King, head of 
the Georgia Tech Mechanical En- 
gineering department and chair- 
man of the advisory board of the 
city Smoke Abatement Bureau, 
said the school will have a two- 
fold purpose—elimination of 
smoke and conservation of fuel, 
saving fuel for use of fighting 
forces and production centers in 
the fight against the Axis. 

Thomas W. Clift, school business 
manager, offered schoal houses for 
the classes in all sections of At- 
lanta and pledged co-operation in 
the program designed to serve the 
metropolitan area. 

Lectures, films, slides and actual 
demonstrations of the accepted fir- 
ing methods will be given by ex- 
perts who are co-operating in the 
intensive campaign, the first of 
such proportions launched since 
establishment of the city’s smoke 
bureau about about two years ago. 

Cost of the schools will be about 
$2,000, and J. F. Cannon, super- 
visor of industrial and distribu- 
tive education for the state, has 
pledged 75 per cent of the cost. 
The remainder of the needed fund 
will be provided from other 
sources. 

“Proper firing saves up to 50 
per cent in fuel, thus reducing 
cost of operation and at the same 
time saving fuel which is now 
badly needed in the war effort,” 
Professor King said. “Since the 
war there has been a large turn- 
‘over in panitors. New men espe- 
cially need the training. Janitors 
from outside the city limits are in- 
vited to take full advantage of the 
schools, because our problem is

metropolitan in scope.” 

Co-operating in the program are 
the Coal Producers’ Committee for 
Smoke Abatement, the Atlanta 
Coal Merchants’ Credit Associa- 
tion; Professor D. A. Holland, of 
Georgia Tech, who will aid in 
teaching classes, and Knox Walk- 
er, superintendent of Fulton coun- 
ty schools.
